Among  the  First. . . 

Heating  Plant  Conversion  Slated

BIDS  WILL  shortly  be  opened 
by  Brigham  Young  University 
for  conversion  and  enlargement 
of  the  campus  heating  system. 

Leland  M.  Perry,  superintend- 
ent of  Physical  Plant,  announced 
this  week  that  the  University 
intends  to  spend  several  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  in  chang- 
ing from  a high  pressure  steam 
heating  system  to  the  new  high 
temperature  hot  water  system, 
used  extensively  by  the  Air 
Force. 

Superheated  Abater  (375  de- 
grees F.)  will  be  sent  from  the 
present  Heating  Plant  to  the 
various  campus  buildings.  The 
super-hot  water  will  be  used  to 
boil  more  water,  forming  steam 
for  the  present  low  pressure 
steam  system  of  5 pounds  per 
square  inch  within  the  buildings. 


PRESENTLY,  high  pressure 
steam  of  60  p.s.i.  (the  average 
medium  pressure  steam  used  in 
a hot-water  heater  is  40  p.s.i.)  is 
sent  from  the  Heating  Plant  to 
the  individual  buildings  for  the 
5 p.s.i.  distribution. 

Perry  explained  that  the  new 
system  is  similar  to  the  distri- 
bution of  electricity.  High  vol- 
tage is  used  for  transmission 
from  a source  and  is  then  step- 
ped down  by  transformers  to  a 
useable  voltage  at  the  point  of 
use. 

TWO  NEW  boilers  of  50  mil- 
lion btu  per  hr.  will  be  needed 
to  augment  the  present  boilers. 
Distribution  pipes  will  have  to 
be  changed  for  the  new  system 
but  no  changes  will  need  to  be 
made  in  the  heating  systems  in 
the  individual  buildings. 

Proponents  of  the  change  sug- 
gest that  fuel  consumption  and 
maintenance  costs  may-  be  cut 


by  as  much  as  a third.  HTHW 
needs  no  steam  traps,  has  no  air 
in  the  lines,  evenly  distributes 
heat  and  is  easily  regulated. 

THERE  WOULD  be  no  worry 
about  natural  slope  traversed 
by  the  distribution  lines,  and 
the  pipes  would  be  smaller. 
Complete  loop-type  distribution 
pipes  force  the  water  to  the 
place  of  use  and  then  return  it 
to  the  Heating  Plant  f-Cr  re-heat- 
ing and  re-use. 

Rutgers,  New  Brunswick,  N. 
J.,  is  the  only  other  university 
known  to  be  using  a HTHW  sys- 
tem in  this  country,  Supt.  Perry 
said.  This  system  has  been  used 
extensively  in  Europe  and  in  the 
East,  but  it  is  believed  that 
BYU  will  be  the  first  private 
user  in  the  Intermountain- West 
and  that  this  will  be  the  first 
, occasion  for  converting  from 
high  pressure  steam  to  HTHW 
by  a university.
